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6. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to choose one from a limited number of choices. 

7. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Lausberg. 

8. Lausberg discloses adding up to one wt. % stearyl alcohol (col. 8, line 27) to 
thermoplastic polyurethanes comprising polyester dote. MDI. and butane diol (see 
examples). He differs from the claims by listing stearyl alcohol in a list with four other 
release agents and he discloses that the release agent can be included in the 
thermoplastic during its formation or added later (col. 7, lines 59-60). 

9. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to add the release agent after the thermoplastic has been made 
because its obvious to choose one of two choices. It would have been obvious to 
choose one of five possible release agents. 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Rehbold referece is cited for also disclosing the addition of 
stearyl alcohol to thermoplastic polyurethanes.
